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Now, though there is Character, Hu- 
mour, and a Knowledge of Mankind 
diſplayed in this Piece, yet every Thing 
is caſy and elegant, gentle and familiar, 
nor is there a figurative Expreſſion in the

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perfe redy, and what Invec ive 
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On FEfriflolary Writing, * 
rv often hear the Servants merry, when 
the Maſters are fad, and fee the Parlour 
N ] « 115, while Gambols are going for - 
ward in the Kitchen. Andin a State di- 
vided by Parues, this will always be the 
Caſe ; for the Downfal of one, will prove 
the Exaltation of the other, This, how- 
ever, by way of Digreſſion- - We ſhall now 
return to our Subject, give the young Stu- 
dent a few general Rules, and conclude.

tectly well acquainted, and to a a Perlon, 
whole Abilities you thought not ſuperior 
to your own. This Sort of Confidence 
prevents the Mind from being diſturbed 
by that Dithdence which generally atte nds 
Men of Merit, and which often oblcures 
and envelops the rich Talents they pol 
ſels: For what is done with Pain, is ſel- 
dom done with Grace,

I was to paſs through a ore 
deal of the Spaniſb Country, much intelts 
with Dutch Parties, more of the Duke 
of Nieuburg's, and more yet of the Bran 
denburghers, who I knew were all Enemic 
to the Affair I went upon, and therefore 
tnought it beſt to paſs for a Sparh Em 
ſent trom the Marquis Caftel-Kodrigo to tl 
Emperor, and charged my ſmall Gus 
and Cornet that commanded them to ker; 
true to this Note, And ſome of my ver- 
vants, as moſt of the Guards, ipeaking 
Spaniſh, I ſpoke nothing elſe unleſs in pri 
vate, or when I was forced out ot it by 
ſome Incident. In this Guiſe I came 5
